The missing plane, on a flight 
from San Diego, Cal., to Seattle, 
has been unreported since 4:13 
p. m., yesterday, when the pilot 
made a routine radio check with 
the Toledo range station, south 
of Chehalis, Wash. 
The twin-engine R5C, k nown as 
a Curtis Commando, had suffi­ 
cient gas to remain in the air 
only until 9 :30 last night. 
Cmdr. P. D. Duk e, operations 
officer at Sand Point naval air 
station, said the plane had a crew 
of three and 28 Marine Corps p as­ 
sengers, whose names are being 
withheld 
pending 
discovery 
of 
their fate. 
The lost plane was one of six 
which took off from San Diego 
at 10:36 a. m., yesterday on a non­ 
stop flight to Seattle. Four turned 
back to Portland through heavy 
w eather in southwestern W ashing­ 
ton. One fought through to Sand 
Point. 
The pilot of the missing plane, in 
his last radio message, told the 
Toledo range station he was ap ­ 
proaching at 9 ,000 feet and was 
about 30 miles south. 
He said ice was form ing on the 
leading edge of the wings and 
indicated he was climbing to get 
above the weather. 
Commander Duk e said that ap ­ 
proxim ately eight m inutes later 
the pilot should have reported his 
plane over the Toledo range, and 
within 15 minutes should have 
pick ed up the CAA station 
at 
Everett. 
The E verett station, to which 
the plane had been cleared by traf- 
1 
fic control, was unable to reach 
the missing ship. Queries to other 
CAA stations failed to divulge 
any trace of the lost plane. 
Army, Navy and Coast Guard 
search planes took off a t dawn to­ 
day to scan the region where the 
plane is believed to have crashed.

Defenbacher, formerly of Dov er 
find a life-long Rep ublican, was 
kep t as finance director by Demo­ 
cratic gov ernor Lausche and is 
now in his sev enth y ear in the 
p ost. He first became acting direc­ 
tor in June, 19 39 , and was offi­ 
cially named director by former 
gov ernor John W. Bricker in Ap ­ 
ril. 19 40.

weather, 
slip p ery 
roads, and longer p eriod of dark­ 
ness, are 
increased 
by 
heav ier 
trav el and the festiv e sp irit of 
the holiday season. 
The 
Cou ncil’s 
cam p aign

been joined by more than 130 na t­ 
ional organizations, city and state 
p u blic officials and civ ic leaders. 
It seek a to create in the p u blic 
mind an awareness of the sp ecial 
holiday hazards, and to enlist v ol­ 
u ntary coop eration on the p art of 
ev ery indiv idu al to hold accidents 
to a minimu m this Christmas.

Johnson, 59, began his last turn 
on the mound April 12 when he 
suffered a stroke. For almost eight 
months, he rallied from serious

gave up hope. Hts left side was 
paralyzed, but his spirit was un­ 
daunted. Last Friday night, he 
suffered his final reverse from

the Toledo range station, south 
of Chehalis, Wash. 
The twin-engine R5C, known as 
a Curtis Commando, had suffi­ 
cient gas to remain in the air 
only until 9:30 last night. 
Cmdr. P. D. Duke, operations 
officer at Sand Point naval air 
station, said the plane had a crew 
of three and 28 Marine Corps pas­ 
senger#, whose names are being 
withheld 
pending 
discovery 
of 
their fate. 
The lost plane was one of six 
which took off from San Diego 
at 10:36 a. rn., yesterday on a non­ 
stop flight to Seattle. Four turned 
back to Portland through heavy 
weather in southwestern Washing­ 
ton. On* fought through to Sand 
Point. 
The pilot of the missing plane. In 
his last radio message, told the 
Toledo range station he was ap­ 
proaching at 9,000 feet and was 
about 30 mile# south. 
He said ice was forming on the 
leading edge of the wings and 
indicated he was climbing to get 
above the weather.

O., Dec. l l —Herb­ 
ert D. Defenbacher. “career man” 
in the state finance department 
and finance director since June, 
1939. under two governors, will 
continue as director, Gov.-Elect 
Thomas J. Harbert announced to­ 
day. 
His salary will continue at *6,- 
500 a year. 
Defenbacher, with 32 years’ ex­ 
perience in state and municipal 
financing, was the fourth cabinet 
selection made by Herbert in the 
last ten days. Previously Herbert 
named Charles L. Sherwood as 
welfare director, Dale Dunifon as 
commerce 
director, 
and 
Frank 
Farnsworth as agriculture direc­ 
tor. He also named Fred J. Milli­ 
gan to be secretary to the gov­ 
ernor. 
Defpnbacher. formerly of Dover 
and a life-long Republican, was 
kept as finance director by Demo­ 
cratic governor Lausche and is 
now in his seventh year in the 
poat. He first became acting direc­ 
tor in June, 1939, and was offi­ 
cially named director by former 
governor John W. Bricker in Ap­ 
ril. 1940. 
Before that Defenbacher. now 
58. worked for 19 years as a state 
examiner auditing muni< ipal ac­ 
counts. He served six years in the 
CffUe of the state auditor a* dep­ 
uty supervisor in rharge of 75 
examiners, and served the year be­ 
fore his appointment aa director as 
supervisor of the budget. 
As director of finance, he pre­ 
sides as chairrmn of the state con­ 
trolling board and tho emergency 
board, prepares the state budget.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Balanced Diet in Pregnancy 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
A H051E is scarcely complete 
without a baby and that is why 
most women look forward so lov­ 
ingly to the day, when for th# 
first time, they can hold their 
bi hies in their arms. 
But if the event is to be m 
happy in reality as it is in antick 
potion 
the 
mother-to-be 
must 
learn how to care for herself dur­ 
ing the time of waiting. She 
should realize early that preg< 
nancy causes great changes in 
every tissue and organ of the 
body. 
An Adequate Diet 
Many women who are not preg­ 
nant may be able to get along on 
a diet that is ro. completely ade 
quate, 
but, during pregnancy, 
damage to both the mother and 
baby may result unless the diet 
ie carefully supervised. 
According to Dr. David Find­ 
ley of Omaha, poor nutrition may 
not only be responsible for an in­ 
creased percentage of babies bom 
before the normrl time, and still­ 
births, but also for decreased size 
of the baby and an increase in 
the number of babies who die dur­ 
ing the first three or four day* 
after birth, boor nutrition may 
result in anemia or lack of color­ 
ing in the blood of the mother, 
toxemia 
or 
poisoning 
in 
the 
mother during pregnancy, and 
definite vitamin deficiency. 
Excessive Eating 
If the mother-to-be eats ex- 
ressively there will be too great 
h gain in we rht. This will not 
nave any effect on the size of the 


baby but will lower the mother’* 
resistance and may make the birth 
of the baby more difficult. 
The 
diet 
during 
pregnancy 
should supply about 2500 calories 
or heat units s day. As impor­ 
tant as the amount of food is th* 
kind of food. Food should bs 
eaten which will supply all th* 
necessary vitamins and minerals. 
For example, milk, eggs, fats 
and vegetables will supply vita­ 
min A. Milk products, green 
vegetables, cereals, fruits, and 
meats furnish vitamin B-l. Citrus 
fruits and raw vegetables fur­ 
nish vitamin C. Vitamin D can 
be supplied by special prepara­ 
tions such as cod-liver oil con­ 
centrates, while vitamin B-2 or 
riboflavin is obtained from meats, 
vegetables and milk. Calcium or 
lime and phosphorus are abun­ 
dantly present in milk and milk 
products. Iodine ran be furnished 
by eating sea foods and using 
iodized salt. 
Protein in the Diet 
It is also important to make 
sure that there is enough protein 
in the diet as supplied by meat, 
milk and 
whole-grain 
cereal*. 
W’hile it is not possible to out­ 
line one single diet that will suit 
the needs of ail pregnant women, 
well-balanced diet supplying 
about 2500 calories daily fur­ 
nishes a good basis for planning 
the right sort of diet to be used. 
I have outlined such a diet, and

It is a high-speed universal focus 
lens, invented after 15 years* re­ 
search by Stephen Garutzo, a Rus­ 
sian w'ho fled his native land after 
the Bolshevik revolution. 
All the tests will be made by 
Hal Mohr, ace movie cam eram an, 
who was so startled by the results 
of prelim inary tests this fall that 
he asked the assignm ent 
Mohr told Central Press: “As a 
technical advance, it is not as im­ 
portant as the advent of sound 
and color, but almost. 
“It brings scenes to the screen 
with much greater clarity than our 
present lens, particularly in color. 
The im provem ent it m akes in color 
la so great I believe th a t in a 
couple of years after the new lens 
comes Into general use black and 
white films will become virtually 
obsolete. 
More Continuous Action 
•W hen the public first sees a 
film photographed with the new 
lens. they will only subconsciously 
realize they are seeing something 
new, but they will demand the new 
one after they have gone back and 
aren pictures made with our pres­ 
ent lens “ 
Mohr said th a t because the new 
lens keeps a whole scene in pcrfct t 
focus much more continuous action 
will be perm itted 
Mohr said the lens “would per­ 
m it a more natural and fluid pres­ 
entation of the action. Due to the 
m arvelous depth of focus, you have 
an illusion of third dimensional 


Mohr estim atea the new lens 
would 
perm it 
the 
reduction 
of 
movie seta for each picture by 
one third. 
More continuous action has been 
sought by such directors as Ed­ 
mund Goulding and Robert Mont­ 
gomery, who have had large sec­ 
tions of seta made movable so that 
the cam era can follow the players 
for a longer period of time. 
The new lens also would have a 
trem endous effect in all branches

of photography, being of special 
benefit in newspaper work, news 
reels and astronomy, according to 
Mohr. 
“Newspaper photographers can 
lose a precious picture because 
they m ust adjust their lens to be 
In focus," he said. 
“This would 
elim inate all that. W ith news reel 
work tt would be invaluable. 
“I believe it would perm it as­ 
tronom ers 
to 
make 
new 
dis­ 
coveries.** 
Mohr said he was “absolutely 
am azed” 
when 
Garutzo showed 
him the first pictures taken with 
the new lens. 
“I didn’t believe it was possible. 
Then I made some prelim inary 
tests myself,” he added. 
“From 
then on I was sold.* 
Garutzo, 
after 
fleeing 
Russia, 
lived for m any years in the Orient. 
He once ran an optical plant in 
Japan. He now lives on a small 
ranch far out in the San Fernando 
valley, where he built his own 


workshop for further research. 
Mohr had hoped to complete the 
tests this autum n, but had to de­ 
lay them when he was assigned by 
the studio to photograph Deanna 
Durbin In “III Be Yours.” He is 
one of the real veterans of the 
movie business. He began back in 
1910 by making news reels with 
a home-made cam era while he was 
still a student In a San Francisco 
high schooL 
“It'll take about two weeks to 
make all the final tests needed," he 
said in regard to the new Jena He 
does not expect the first picture 
with the new lens to be ready for 
public presentation for at least a 
year. 
“I don’t feel that Just any pic­ 
ture should be made with it," he 
said. 
“I t’s really a new medium 
and a story should be w ritten and 
the picture planned to take full 
advantage of i t ” 
Mohr will shoot the first two 
pictures made with the new lens.
